Plan for the reorganization of 
the Southern Sugar Company, op- 
erating mills at Clewiston and 
Canal Point and cane fields in 

fa Palm Beach, Hendry and Glades 
‘counties, has been declared oper- 
ative under a legal notice dated 
September 3 at New York and 
news of which was released the 
first of this week, Anticipating 
that the plan would be declared 
in effect, arrangements were made 
two weeks ago in conferences at 
Miami to put the Clewiston mill in 
shape to open the grinding season | 
about December 15. 

The "plan" of Bitting, Inc., re- 
ofganization manager, 52 Wall 
street, New York, contemplates 
the transfer of the properties of 
The Southern Sugar Company and 
of The Clewiston Company and 
their allied, controlled, subsidiary 
and affiliated companies to a new 
company, the United States Sugar 
Corporation. z 

Originally outlined in’ Chicago 
by committees of stockholders and 
creditors, a “plan and agreement 
as Qf April 1, 1931," was announc- 
ed by Bitting, Inc., in a circular 
letter to creditors dated June 1: 
Providing of new money to operate 
the business of the new company 
‘was contingent on acceptan 
creditors and stockholders of thk| 
“plan and agreement" on w! 
the reorganizers have since te 
working. The announcement made 
às of date Beptember 3 does not 
mean that the new financing has 

completed; it means that the 
groundwork bas been laid for get- 
ting new money to develop the 
business of the United States 
Sugar Cofporation. 

The plan as stated in the cir- 
cular of June 15 provides: 

For issuing up to $1,200,000 
first mortgage bonds series A, of 
Which $200,000 may mature July 
1, 1932, $300,000 July 1, 1933 and 
$300,000 July 1, 1934 and the bal- 
ance In 1935. 

Up to $5,000,000 first ;norígage 
bonds series B, deliverable to hold- 
ers of receivers' certificates or to 
the underwriting syndicate. 

Up to $2,000,000 first morigage 
bonds series C, maturing July 1, 
.1941. All the bonds are to bear 
6 per cent interest. In addition to 
the $8,200,000 bonds of the three 

- series, there, may be issued up,to 
$1,500,000 .16-year debentures, and 
1,500,000 shares of common stock 
without par value, of which 665,- 
060 shares are issued In reorgani- 
zation and,all of which is subject 
to a voting trust. 

Holders of land claims against 
the Southern Sugar Company are 
to receive series C bonds which 
mature in 1941 or common stock. 
Holders of' equipment claims get 
series A bonds which start matur- 
ing next year. Holders of receiv- 
ei. certificates are to get series 
E bonds and common stock. 

Many of the claims against the 
Southern Sugar Company have 
been scaled down below their orig- 
inal amounts., 

The $1,500,000 10-year deben- 
tures seemingly are. to .be the 
source of new money for the Unit- 
ed States Sugar Corporation.

A good deal of attention has 
béen given to the question, Why do 
girls leaye home? but let's be fai 
and-ask also, Why do boys leave 
home?
